TO LEGITIMATE CHILDREN. 
On the second reading of the bill to legitimate children 


by the subsequent intermarriage of parenis, 


Mr Barclay supported the second reading of the billl.— 
In 1335, a similar measure was carried in that house by a 
large majority : Seeing nothing to make him repent the 
vote he then gave, but being More strongly confirmed in 
his own mind of the propriety of such a measure, he felt 
it to be his duty to bring it again under the consideration 
of the house. Justice, humanity, and good policy were 
in its favour seas, where a man had done a wrong. no 
teasonable argument could be adduced to show that the 
Liw ought vot to allow him to repair it, Constituted as this 
country formerly was, marriage between the colored and 
white classes was almost unknown, The consequence 
was that connexions between parties of unblemished cha 
racier were formed without religious solemnity ; families 
were reared aud educated at considerable expense, and 
considering the great change that had lately taken place, 
and the unhaapy custom, which had hitherto prevailed, 
he seriously thought that the house should not allow any 
barrier to exist against the advancement of the children 
but ought rather to assist the parents io the laudable en« 
deavor of giving them a proper standing in society. Such 
a provi-ion would bring back the parent to its child, the 
child to its parent, and-be the means of cementing the 
bonds of society more closely and securely. It had been 
argued that the bil would have an immoral tendency.— 
However the house had history and experieüce to-guide 
them. Ile, therefore, proudly referred to Scotland, where 
a similar law was in existence. Aud he would ask whe- 
ther Scotland was ever censidered an immoral country.— 
Therefore, on the score of im-norality, be did not think 
there was any thing to apprehend: 

The bill was then read a second time and ordered to be 
committed.

THE MARRIAGE BILL AND ITS OPERATION. 
Our readers will find in our paper of to-day a valuable document is- 
sued by the registrar of the diocese of Exeter on the subject of the new 
marriage law.- It is a paper drawn up with such great sagacity and 
talent, and, at the same time, with so much moderatlon and temper, 
that we hope it will have its due effect in exposing and defeating the 
many frauds which are attempted in large towns, to lure incautious 
_ persons into the contracting of what is audaciously called a marriage 
contract, in some of the lower conventicles which have been recently 
appropriated and set apart by a certain class of sectaries of the most 
vulgar description. Not, indeed, that we are afraid that women, even 
tolerably edacated, and of decent family feelings, will be caught in the 
snare of this discreditable act, but there is a lower class of females, 
maid-servants, and country girls, who'ought to be guarded against the 
insidiousness which lurks under this new law. As to the superintend- 
ing officer, and the protection supposed to be afforded by such a person, 
his presence is a mere joke: then as to the Dissenting minister, his 


duty in this affair not being recognised by the legislature, does not — 


amount to anything which affords the shadow of a guard; the first 
heitge beggar might as well be cailed in from the streets or lanes. Our 
attention being called to this subject, we will venture to say that we 
write with a deep and earnest solicitude for the chastity and well-being 
oi young Englishwomen of all descriptions, and whilst we feel how 
. much the honour and dignity of womanhood especially in the unmar- 
ried state, are wounded by this mischievous act, we cannot help rais- 
ing out watning voice to put all femaler upon their guard against the

being the relieving officer of the district ;—and it was evidently the 
intention of the framers of this statue that the duties of these officers 
should be united. We have heard a little of the character of somé of 
these relieving officers, and ftom the statements made as to their pre- 
vious occupation, their habits of life, aud station in society, we have no 
hesitation in saying, that this class of persons, as at present constitu- 
ted, is not fit to be entrusted with the solemn, the important, the deli- 
cate duty of acting as the official authority in whose presence marriage - 
is to be solemnized. Can it be expected that the decent, and orderly, 
and chaste solemnity of the marriage service will always be sprmerret 
when the relieving officer, or even his deputy, is to act as the notary, 
and to be the chief agent at the marriage ceremony? And when it is 
considered what are the habits of the Jower order of dissenting teachers, 
we must confess that we tremble at the consequeuces of countenanciug 
their presence even as strangers at these wild and irregular ceremonies, 
and of permitting them to be called upon to pronounce a marriage bles- 
sing, and to utter a marriage prayer. Could anything be imagined 
more disgusting than unholy and unchaste thoughts uttered in the lan- 
guage of religion ? And will the extempore prayers and effusions of a 
ranter’s marriage be any thing, on such occasions, but the vilest ribal- 
dry? The union between that sort of enthusiasm and sensuality is far 
closer than the world imagines. If the present law is to become a per- 
manent part of the marriage cade of the country, which we trust for the 
sake of decency and national morals it will not become,—every meet- 
ing-house will hae its own rules (and we find it is hastening fast to 
this nek and every Dissenting teacher his own form of marriage.— 
Surely it is easy to foresee that the result can only be this,—that the 
multiplication of religious ceremonies will soon become so great an 
evil, that persons will be glad to be united by no other form of words 
than those which declare their assent;. and if ever the custom should 
be extensively established of celebrating marriage without religious te- 
remony, matrimony itself will then be considered as having nothitig 
religious in its character, but as degraded into a simple contract of a 
merely civil nature, which, being solemnized in the presence of wit- 
nesses, night in like manner be dissolved. : 


Next to the @ischief of contracting marriages in this loose manner, 
there will no doubt s00n be demanded, as a corrective of their bad con- 
sequences, a corresponding facility of divorce. When women are taken 
as wives ina way which would scarcely be thought formal enough to! t 
a furnished first floor, the next feeling will be to get rid of them upon 
some as short and summary notice to quit. In all countries in which 
manners have become in some degree corrupted by the unequal 
condition which wealth and luxury produce, the first effect of this 
national corruption has always been a disposition to relax the 
sanctity of the marriage union, and to give “Pre irren ‘te 
sensuality and the bad passions by the facility of divorce. 
It was so in the time of the Jews, just previous to Christianity ; 
it was so, also, in the time of the Romans; and still more 
conspicuously so in the times of thé infamous French republic. And here 
we cannot but point out to the attention of our readers a memorable 
and eloquent passage from the Memoirs of Napoleon, by Sir Walter 
Scott, slinost precisely upon the same subject: * Intimately connected 
with these laws affecting religion, during the ferocious rule of the 
French anarchists (says'Sir Walter), was that which reduced the 
union of marriage,—the most sacred engagement which human beings 
can form, and the permanence of which leads most strongly to the conso- 
lidation of society,—to the state of a mere civil contract. If fiends had 
set themselves to work ta.discover a mode of most effectually destroy- 
ing what ever is venerable, graceful, or permanent in domestic life, of 
obtaining at, the same time an assutance that the mischief which it was 
their object to create should be perpetuated from one generation to ano- 
ther, they could not have invented a more effectual plan than the degra- 
dation of marriage into a state of mere licensed concubinuge. Sophia 
Arnoult, an actress, famous for the witty things she said, described th e 
republican marriage as * the sacrament of adultery.’ Does the New 
Marriage Act deserve a more lenient appellation !—Bell’s Weekly Mes- 
genzer. 
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
